This is a low-grade fatwood that I cut around here. You 
probably have an abundance of it where you are, but 1 under- 
stand you have had some difficulties with getting about over 
the past year. Perhaps you are low on this sort of starter 
wood for the winter. 

The only fatwood left in these parts is terribly hard to 
qet to. Many people in this rural area were still heating pri 
rnarily with wood well into the Fifties and even the Sixties 
They natuarlly grabbed off all of the easily acquired fatwood, 
and what's left is usually in gullies and ravines many miles 
from any road. I haven't been out since year before last to 
qet any, so I am almost completely out of the high grade fat, 
even though I put a few of my remaining sticks on top in thi.=> 
box. But the low-grade fatwood— showing just a few streaks of 
resin— can be very effective in getting a fire going on a wet day. 

I hope you can use this. 

If I can possibly get a little ahead of myself on the JFK 
book this fall, I look forward to going out and replenishing .y 
supply of high-grade fatwood. t 

With all your good help, I just might get ahead enough 
to go fatwood hunting!
